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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


OUR FRONTISPIECE 

Our library development in modern times 
has been a wonderful progress from the old 
storehouse of books to the active participa- 
tion in the life of the community. Probably 
no one man has had a greater part in this 
advance than Melvil Dewey, whose portrait 
we give as our frontispiece. He is one of the 
active founders of the A. L. A., the creator 
of the decimal system of classification, the 
originator of the schools for training libra- 
rians, a systematizer of equipment as typified 
in the founding of the Library Bureau, for 
years our most dynamic library lecturer and 
orator, a former secretary and president of 
the A. L. A., and editor of the Library 
Journal; successful as the librarian of the 
great New York State Library and at 
present the head of the Lake Placid Club in 
the Adirondacks, where his ideas have been 
materialized on a scale unprecedented, to 
the great benefit of thousands. Our por- 
trait shows Dr. Dewey as he looks to-day, 
and will be not only a notable addition to 
our series of portraits of librarians, but a 
surprise to his many friends. He writes us: 
“Sorry I did not hav a handsomer man to 
sit for the picture, but I lookt as natural as 
I cud for yu.” 

THE ANNUAL PERIODICAL INDEXES 

We now have available the various general 
indexes for 1916 — The Reader's Guide, 
The Magazine-Subject Index, The Dramatic 
Index, The Industrial Arts Index, The Reader's 
Guide Supplement. In studying these vol- 
umes it is apparent that three of them have 


an essentially distinct field to cover. The 
Dramatic Index and The Industrial Arts 
Index are almost certain to be consulted by 
the persons needing the material they index 
— because the names are indicative of the 
contents. The Reader’s Guide covers the 
more popular periodicals of a general nature, 
such as all libraries large and small are likely 
to have on file, and to bind for reference. 
The general field among the less widely used 
periodicals is divided between The Magazine 
Subject-Index (which began in 1907) and The 
Reader's Guide Supplement (which began in 
1913), with an ever-increasing (and to be 
deplored) tendency on the part of the latter 
to overlap the former. For no one wishes 
to pay for having the same work done 
twice when there are so many periodicals of 
value not touched by any of these indexes 
at present. Such sets for example as 
American Architect and Architectural Review 
(Boston) both original Poole’s Index sets, are 
strangely omitted from both The Industrial 
Arts Index where one would naturally look for 
them, and from The Reader’s Guide Supple- 
ment, which its publishers claim is the con- 
tinuation of Poole. Yet Brickbuilder and 
Architecture and Building, two periodicals 
which The Magazine Subject-Index has cov- 
ered from its beginning, have been added to 
The Industrial Arts Index. Are they so much 
better than the other two? We think not. 
The Magazine Subject-Index has always 
made it a rule to omit from its columns 
references to magazines indexed by The 
Reader's Guide, (an exception has of late 
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been made in the case of 3 periodicals cover- 
ing Art and History and Travel, because The 
Magazine Subject-Index was so inclusive 
on those three subjects it seemed to some of 
its users that these important periodicals 
should have a place). It was the publisher’s 
intention at first to drop also from The 
Magazine Subject-Index titles adopted by the 
“Supplement” but that plan has not been 
continued as it was found that many sub- 
scribers did not have access to the ‘‘Supple- 
ment.” So The Magazine Subject-Index does 
not now drop magazines taken up by any 
indexes except Reader’s Guide, but it does not 
add titles covered by the others, believing 
duplication is an expense. We hope our 
position in this is appreciated as it has been 
our endeavor to cover only new material. 
Furthermore, we do not feel bound to drop 
periodicals from our indexes when free copies 
for indexing are refused us, although we 
are very sure that the inclusion of a title is a 
distinct aid to any magazine. So our users 
may rely on a reasonable continuity of titles 
included. 


IMPORTANT INNOVATION FOR LIBRARIANS 
ONLY 


A “service basis’ restaurant, where the table d’hote 
dinners, instead of being the same price to everyone, 
shall be charged according to the customer’s ability 
to eat and pay. Such is the startling suggesion made 
us by one who has at heart the welfare of the little 
library folk. The big, rich, head librarians of alder- 
manic proportions will pay the maximum, $10.00, 
while the library assistant with the bird-appetite 
may have the same meal set before her and partake 
of such few viands as she has capacity to use to 
advantage, for 25 cents. Thus with the kind assistance 
given by the great, the restaurateur can put the 
— bountiful repast, exquisitely served, before the 
small. 

To carry this unique idea a step further, an a la 
carte list will be provided, where the charges are 
based upon the amount of time and labor required to 
cook and serve the various dishes. 

Soup being difficult to prepare and a daily will, like 
indexing Saturday Evening Post, cost much more 
than beef which is easy to cook and may be likened 
to the solid, but tasty, North American Review. Soup 
should count 20. Roast beef, hot, 5. But beef may 
be cooked once and served in various forms on later 
days. Sunday, hot, 5; Monday, cold, 4; Tuesday, 
potted, 3; Wednesday, minced, 2; Thursday, stewed, 
1; Friday and Saturday, thick beef soup, and beef 
boullion (see charge under ‘‘Soups.”’). 

Hash, like The Literary Digest would be expensive 
to prepare accurately and cost 20. Salad, spiced like 
The Cosmopolitan, 10. Simple easy puddings to be 
taken after the main feast is over would count 4, like 
Munsey’s. Ice-cream, cold, yet sweet to taste, 5, 
corresponding to Atlantic Monthly. Nuts, dry but 
nourishing, without which no meal is really complete, 
will cost 7, like the A. L. A. Booklist. 
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Salt, pepper, and vinegar, which are so necessary 
to help us appreciate the goodness of our food, the 
Library Journal, Public Libraries, and Bulletin of Bib- 
liography of our meal, count 2 points each, while knife 
and fork (Readers’ Guide and Supplement), without 
which we would make a mess of our dinner, are 8 and 
4 respectively, charge based on relative use. The 
spoon, useful for certain dishes only, like The Dramatic 
Index, will count 6. 

Tabasco sauce, (Wednesdays only like the ‘‘Libra- 
rian’s” column in the Boston Transcript, of which, by 
the way, we are making a card index) will count 15 
points, but will be worth it. One never knows just 
where it will cause a smarting sensation on one’s 
library anatomy. 

The bouquet, pretty to look at like the National 
Geographic Magazine, counts24. Bread, like Harpers, 
taken by everyone, 3. 

Our readers, from the above few sample dishes, 
can see that this new plan will enable restaurants to 
prosper, which, not being able to make both ends 
meet, had to make one end vegetables. To get the 
cost of a lunch, add up the points and multiply by 
5, which will give the club price.

It is narrow 
quarto, in large, easily read type, and this first issue 
gives promise of a well worth-while addition to our 
periodical literature. A spiritual analysis of great 
practical questions; selections from great thinkers of 
the past and present, throwing light on present-day 
problems. Published at 3 W. 29th St., N. Y. City. 

The Craftsman is no more; The Art World has 
swallowed it bodily. Its last issue was December, 
1916. The Art World began with October, 1916. 

Engineering Record changes to a 9x 12-inch size 
with the first issue of 1917. 

Flower Lore is a little 8-page monthly published by 
Maurice Fuld “‘seedsman, plantsman” at 1457 Broad- 
way, N. Y. City. We commend it to all amateur 
flower-gardeners. It gives you just the practical 
advice you have always wanted but rarely found in the 
ordinary garden periodical. July, 1916, was Vol. 1, 
no. 1, $1.00 a year. 

Massachusetts Library Club Bulletin has grown up. 
It grew so fast it has become rather thin, but it is now 
standard with the A. L. A. Bulletin and most of its 
sister states’ library periodicals. And, praise be, 
Massachusetts waited for the change from short- 
= to long trousers until its 7th year was beginning. 

et us now hope added dignity will lead to the much- 
needed change in its and its club’s‘name to ‘‘Massa- 
chusetts Library Association.” 

Book News Monthly requires the eager searcher to 
look up and down its back for the only clue to her 
volume and number. Why so otmuel o your age, 
lady? You should be an example to others, not a 
leader in these freak fashions of the present. Does 
deacon Wanamaker know it? You are too big a girl 
to be spanked, but beware. 

The Brickbuilder, tired of its too restricted, non- 
descriptive title, has become The Architectural Forum 
with vol. 26, no. 1, January, 1917. Perhaps this 
change is justified. 

The Fatherland. One result of our breaking diplo- 
matic relations with Germany has been to learn what 
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The Fatherland really stood for. Another result was 
the world’s record for name changes— here is a 
weekly with four names in one month and that the 
shortest in the year.

Viereck’s New World, Vol. 6, no. 3, Feb. 21, 1917.

This editor deserves a prize; — we suggest a free 
trip abroad in an unarmed American ship. Listen 
to the naiveté of this true American. ‘The original 
name (Fatherland) was adopted as a graceful tribute 
to the country of our fathers. Our_fatherland is 
America. The change of name implies no change of 
heart.”’ It is unfortunate that our Teuton antagonists 
think we will believe anything they say. 

The New Country Life will of course still be recog- 
nized by its readers as Country Life in America. But 
with February, 1917 (Vol. 31, no. 4) theabove change 
was made. Change your magazine binder, shift 
the back volumes from C to N in the periodical room; 
rewrite the catalog card, and put in a cross reference, 
and bless those publishers for their ever-present 
consideration. Mr. Bok (or was it Papa Curtis?) 
perpetrated a New Ladies’ Home Journal joke, but 
it never-went further than the outside cover. 

Out West has been growing very thin and ematiated 
since Lummis’ and James’ days. It begins Vol. 44 
(February, 1917) in the quarto size so contagious — 
and sometimes fatal—at present among magazines. 
May it survive and fatten. We suppose the January, 
1917, issue was skipped. 

Information with volume 3, no. 1, Jan. 1917, 
became quarto in size, and for the reason that it 
believes its readers’ eyes deserve a larger type. This 
is the best reason yet given for adopting the new un- 
gainly standard. 

The Outlaw, a tiny little fellow hitherto, became a 
tall quarto with March, 1917 (vol. 2, no. 3). Listen 
to him: ‘In new form, much sturdier, more robust, 
The Outlaw makes its appearance. The birthday 
celebration was not due till April, but swaddling 
clothes are not for progressive fellows such as us and 
so are cast aside before the end of the first year — and 
now we wear a man’s size suit. We are still a trifle 
thin and baggy at the knees. ... Progress also 
demands the shedding of the title Outlaw, and there- 
fore a sub-title, The New Era, has been adopted, 
which in time will entirely replace the name of Outlaw. 
The name and shape will be the only change.”” We 
think another change—in grammar — might be 
appropriate, but what can we expect where man’s 
clothing is given to infants, “baggy at the knees”’! 

National Service (Garden City, N. Y.), a monthly 
magazine dealing with the problems of military train- 
ing in the United States began in February, two 
months ahead of our declaration of war. There’s 
preparedness for you. It’s a worthy magazine and 
“devoted to the cause of universal military training.” 
We bespeak its hearty support by libraries and libra- 
rians. A Training Camp Supplement is published. 
This was paged by itself and was shut in loose in 
subscriber’s copies of nos. 1-3, but not furnished in 
the newsstand edition of those issues. After no.3, this 
supplement will be embodied in the magazine. We 
see trouble ahead for libraries and binders when 
volume one is bound. 

Mental Hygiene is a new quarterly (Jan., 1917, is 
vol. 1, no. 1) which starts out apparently full-fledged.

NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


LEGLER, HENRY E. Walt Whitman, Yesterday 
and to-day. 

A beautiful little book on hand-made paper, each 
copy of the edition of 600 numbered, has been issued 
by the “Brothers of the Book.”’ It is by Mr. Legler 
and gives an interesting study of the change that has 
been wrought by time in the world’s attitude toward 
Walt Whitman. In 1855, on the appearance of the 
first edition of “Leaves of Grass,” it seemed as if 
Emerson’s was the only voice lifted in Whitman's 
defense. At present Whitman is recognized as one 
of the greatest poets. This gradual change is clearly 
brought out by Mr. Legler, in quotations from criti- 
cisms and estimates of the various editions of ‘‘Leaves 
of Grass.”” The book closes with a selection from the 
many sonnets and apostrophes to Walt Whitman 
which appeared during his later years and after his 


death.

This little book is something more than its title 
implies, and will be found a handy desk-book for 
librarians of all libraries, large and small, as well as a 
necessary compilation for towns or schools organizing 
a new library. The author has used this manual for 
organization work in North Dakota with great suc- 
cess for the part six years, and The Boston Book Com- 
pany have printed this new and revised edition, as the 
former one — printed entirely for local use — has 

one out of print. After a general introduction cover- 
ing the A.L.A., the library movement, library com- 
missions and boards, the book is divided into three 
parts: I. Methods of Work. II. Library Equipment. 
III. Special Aids, Then follows an Appendix giving 
an “order of procedure in organizing small libraries” 
(an extra printing of these pages is included loose 
with each copy of the book), a key to common abbre- 
viations, and a glossary. There is a full index. 

Although the book is written for the use of un- 
trained librarians, there are many useful lists, sug- 
gestions, and lists of supplies, as well as addressss of 
firms dealing in materials such as libraries need. 
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Where to get back numbers of periodicals, what sets 
to bind, the care of pamphlets, and receipes for paste are 
some of the many helpful suggestions. We commend 
the book as one that has proven its usefulness.

This book makes it easy for one unversed in his 
Bible to find needed stories, but please let him use 
it only to open the real Book to the required place, 
and there find his story. The appendix gives a list 
of editions of the Bible recommended for children, 
and the author urges each child to have his own Bible.

I. REPAIRING BOOKS WITH FLEXIBLE GLUE AT THE CINCINNATI PUBLIC LIBRARY 


For the past nine years the Cincinnati 
Public Library has reinforced cloth bound 
books at the library, the work being done by 
library assistants. It is estimated that 
many thousands of dollars have in this way 
been saved. The binding bills dropped about 
$3,000 the first year this process was adopted. 
New books are not immediately reinforced, 
but placed in circulation, and rebound only 
when the covers become loose. One assistant 
prepares and glues between 50 and 60 
volumes per day. The books are usually 
prepared in the morning and glued in the 
afternoon. The following is the description 
of the work prepared by the head of the 
binding department. 


Preparing 

Take the book from the cover, pull the 
old super, or muslin, from the back of the 
book, raise the lining on the back and the 
front boards of the cover and take out the 
old super. Most of the glue will come off 
with the super, if not, scrape with a knife. 
Cut new muslin in strips a half-inch shorter 


than the height of the book and wide 
enough to line the back and to allow the 
muslin to extend over the boards the same 
as the old super. 
The Glue 
Use a double boiler glue pot, cut enough 
glue to make a half-pot when dissolved. 
If too thick when hot, add a little hot water 
to thin it. Always use hot glue to get the 
best results. 
Glueing 
Take the book cover, turn back the lining, 
and spread the glue on the back and on the 
boards in the place where the old super was, 
lay the strip of muslin in place, cover it 
with glue, and then fit the lining back in the 
old position. Get the back of the book 


even for glueing by beating it with a bone 
folder, so that no leaves extend at the top, 
bottom, or front, as all signatures must be as 
even as possible or the book will be rough 
when finished. Hold the book firmly in 
hand and glue the back. Then place the 
book even with the edge of the lining, fold

over the cover, and press the book back into 
its place, so that the back will not be hollow. 
Crease the joints with a folder and place 
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under a weight over night. Open up in the 
morning and the book will be easy to open 
and flexible, if done according to direction. 


II. USEFUL HINTS 


Use of the Photostat 


The State Librarian was first impressed with the 
usefulness of the photostat in library service, during 
the Ottawa meeting of the Library Association, when 
he spent most of his time with Doctor Doughty in the 
Department of Public Archives. The ease with which 
some hundred rare maps were reproduced for Mr. 
Thwaites in the course of a day by an assistant un- 
skilled in photography, and the exhibit that Doctor 
Doughty made of unique books, the early history of 
Canada reproduced in the same fashion, made him 
resolve to secure a photostat, if possible. 

We have in the museum the flag of Proctor’s 
Westmoreland County Battalion. This is one of the 
three Pennsylvania Revolutionary flags in existence 
and we are constantly asked for illustrations of it. 
The photostat copy answers every requirement and 
the wear and tear upon the volumes of Archives con- 
taining the illustration is avoided. The early petitions 
are constantly being sought for information as to 
genealogical data, and the photostat in this case gives 
the fac-simile impression in such shape that it can 
easily be kept for illustration. The descendants of 
important men are constantly requesting the volumes 
containing the portraits of such characters. The 
photostat is often more satisfactory in this work than 
direct photography, as the reproductions are soft and 
yet clear. In the Free Library Commission work, the 
citizens of the various communities would like some 
expression of influence as to the success of the library 
methods in the various towns from some other source 
than librarians. Letters are secured from business men 
in these communities and these are photostated and 
sent out in answer to such requirements.

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH

born in the south of Poland, Dec. 6, 1857.

At the age of thirteen, Joseph made his 
way to Paris and Marseilles, thence into a 
merchant house and afterward to a sea- 
faring life. As a merchant seaman he went 
through all the grades, finally becoming 
full captain of English Marine. He served 
in most quarters of the globe, but chiefly 
in the Pacific and on the Borneo coast, and 
once commanded a steamer on the Congo. 
He married in 1896 and has since lived in 
Kent, and henceforth his life is mainly the 


history of his books. From a novelist of 
small following his realm has widened till 
it now represents the whole intellectual world.

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KOOPMAN’S ‘‘ THE BOOKLOVER AND HIS BOOKS’”’ * 


There is abundant material for discussion 
and for study by all booklovers in this hand- 
some volume. Its appeal is much like that 
of conversation, stimulating and sugges- 
tive, in its quick-glancing comment upon 
one aspect after another of booklore; in 
no sense an elaborate or exhaustive exposi- 
tion of bibliographical details. But it is 
the conversation of one whose knowledge 
of his subject is the fruit of life-long associa- 
tion, blended with study and love, thus 
possessing a quality of combined authority 
and sympathy such as no purely academic 
interest can give. Mr. Koopman refers to 
these brief articles — there are twenty-four, 
ranging from two to ten pages in length — 
as chapters'; but they are rather separate 
utterances, prepared and published at inter- 
vals during recent years, and brought into 
unity by their relation to a central subject: 
the book, its history, its use, its structure 
and characteristics, and its spiritual signifi- 
cance. The last aspect is the one most briefly 
touched upon in three addresses upon the 
world’s heritage of great literature, broadly 
generalized, yet so lighted with the ardor 
of the genuine booklover that they must 
carry a spark of appreciation to even the 
most practical-minded philistine. 

It is the book of to-day, as studied against 
the background of the book of yesterday, 
that perhaps most interests Mr. Koopman. 
Thus, in the compact address on ‘‘Books and 
booklovers,” he characterizes the chief 
elements of the book, recognizing for each 
the historic processes of development that 
have unconsciously set our modern standards. 
In ‘Fitness in book design,” the need of 
harmony between the text and its outward 
garb is illustrated by illuminating compari- 
son of specific editions, fit and unfit, from 
Barlow’s ‘‘Columbiad’”’ to Ruskin; and in 
“Favorite book sizes,’’ Aldines, Elzevirs, and 
Pickerings, “‘Blue and gold”’ poets (that 
charming edition of the 60’s and 70's), and 
the ‘‘Little classics’’ series, are the examples 
cited, in graphic characterization, to make 
clear the essentials of a convenient and 
artistic book form. Type, both in design

gins; ink; bindings, from parchment to 
cloth; these are among the subjects to 
which Mr. Koopman gives special attention, 
submitting methods and standards to broad 
and constructive criticism. Many of his 
observations are most interesting, such as 
his admiration for the Chinese book form, 
which he regards as worthy of adoption, at 
least in part, by occidental bookmakers; 
and, in “Types and eyes,’’ his commentary 
on correlated studies and experiments con- 
cerning the effect of different types upon 
eyesight. He sees a steadily growing popu- 
lar demand for type legibility, and a steady 
improvement, to meet this demand, in the 
cheaper books of the day; yet, in his brief 
survey of “Exceptions to the rule of legi- 
bility,” his reference to the “amazingly 
clear” photographic reproduction of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, must evoke a 
word of protest against such condonation of 
a type form that is a criminal outrage upon 
unprotected eyes. 

It would be impossible within assigned 
limits to indicate adequately the extent 
and variety of the booklore set forth in 
these spontaneous and stimulating pages. 
The volume possesses a special value to 
librarians in its emphasis upon the physical 
qualities and defects of books, for this prac- 
tical knowledge is still sadly lacking in 
many libraries, where “cheap and nasty” 
editions or shoddy ‘‘de luxe” sets are com- 
placently regarded as economies in book- 
buying. To the members of the bookmaking 
guilds— to publishers, printers, and binders 
— it offers a body of sound doctrine, clearly 
setting forth why and in what respects 
books are well or ill made; and to all “gen- 
eral readers’’ who love books and seek to 
know them better, it will be a welcome and 
an inspiring companion. There is an 
extended index, admirable for its delightful 
typography. 

In its outward form — in boldness of type, 
in smooth, firm paper, and tall, fair-margined 
page — the book is well worthy of the ideals 
of bookmaking that its author presents with 
so much knowledge and enthusiasm.
